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Annual event honors 
Christian County’s 
most famous person ’

There are approximately 14,000 tran¬ 
scribed records of Edgar Cayce’s trances. 

A Christian clairvoyant, Cayce is best 
known for giving medical and life readings 
between 1901-1944. Saturday marked the 
135th anniversary of Cayce’s birthday. To 
celebrate the occasion, the Pennyroyal 
Area Museum organized the 20th Annual 
Edgar Cayce Hometown Seminar, featur¬ 
ing guest speakers, a yoga session and a 
van tour of Cayce sites. 

Local historian William Turner said the 
point of Saturday’s event was to spotlight 
“the most famous person to ever call Chris¬ 
tian County home.” 

More attention has been given to Cayce 
recently after a History Channel special 
compared him to Nostradamus. 

Cayce was born in Hopkinsville on 
March 18, 1877, and lived there 
until the late 1920s when he 
moved to Virginia Beach. 

While in Hopkinsville, Cayce 
taught Sunday school at a Dis¬ 
ciple of Christ church on East 
Ninth Street and said he read 
the Bible once completely 
every year. Many of his me¬ 
dicinal remedies were holistic 
in nature and often had direct 
connections to the Bible. 

However, some of Cayce’s

Son diagnosed with rare disease

Shirley Chester has always been a power walker, 
but these days, Chester has harnessed the power 
of her steps by participating in a Vision Walk to 
raise money for a rare disease, from which her son 
may never recover. 

A grim diagnosis 

Chester’s son, Scott West, grew up in Hop¬ 
kinsville, graduating in 1992 from Hopkinsville 
High School. During high school, he was very ac¬ 
tive as a soccer player and also as a lifeguard at 
Holiday Park pool. 

“He rarely even got a cold,” Chester said. 

West went on to college at Western Kentucky and, 
when he was 21, began to notice his eyes were not ad¬ 
justing to darkness. Chester tells a story about West 
going to a movie and having to count the rows to his 
seat. After leaving to go to the bathroom, West mis¬ 
counted and accidently sat in another man’s lap.

Holly Norris choked back tears Saturday 
morning as she addressed the crowd dur¬ 
ing the HopDown the Pounds finale event 
at Bradford Square mall.

It was just 
the right time. I had to be able to commit.” 

This program, which is in its second year, 
kicked off with a weigh-in event at the mall 
in late January.

“I knew he was going to 
be tested that day but when 
he didn’t call, and didn’t 
call, and didn’t call, I fi¬ 
nally had to call him,” 
Chester said. “When he an¬ 
swered and said, ‘I’ll call 
you later tonight,’ I could 
tell from the sound of his 
voice something was 
wrong. I didn’t know what 
it was I just knew some¬ 
thing was wrong.” 

West, who works as an 
environmental chemist in 
Knoxville, Tenn., called 
that evening and explained 
to his mother how he was 
diagnosed with retinitis 
pigmentosa, an inherited 
progressive disease that 
causes a person to become 
blind by taking away night 
vision, then peripheral vi¬ 
sion until the individual is 
completely blind. 

Fast research 

“I’d never heard of this,” 
Chester said. “But when 
your child has a disease, 
you start to learn quickly” 

Chester and West began 
researching and learned 
that, although the disease 
is inherited, it is not guar¬ 
anteed to be in any genera¬ 
tion. West’s brother, Craig, 
shows no signs of the dis¬ 
ease but may be a carrier 
and not know it. 

“People can be carriers 
for generations,” Chester 


said. “It can skip genera¬ 
tion after generation and 
show no symptoms. We 
know of no one in our fam¬ 
ily who has had it, or who 
has gone blind or even 
needed glasses at all.” 

According to the Founda¬ 
tion Fighting Blindness, 
100,000 people have been di¬ 
agnosed with RP, which is 
caused by mutated genes 
from one or both parents. 
The result is the mutated 
genes give the wrong oper¬ 
ating instructions to cells 
that result in either too 
much or too little protein. 

The damage caused to 
the eyes is a slow progres¬ 
sion and can take any¬ 
where between five and 30 
years. It causes cataracts in 
the eyes as young as 20 or 
30. West has cataracts in 
both eyes and sees a retinal 
specialist every six months 
to track the progression. 

The rarity of the disease 
creates an additional prob¬ 
lem: There is no treatment 
and no cure for RP. 

“It’s hard for people to 
understand that there is no 
treatment and no cure,” 
Chester said. “They’ll ask, 
how can a disease not have 
at least a treatment?” 

Paying it back 

Because the disease is 
rare, it is not often one 
meets someone who suffers 
from it, which is not the 
case for diseases like breast 
cancer and diabetes. 

“We were told that RP 
has funds but that we 
would never have the funds 
cancer research has,” 
Chester said, “because not 
that many people actually 
have it.” 

In order to help find treat-

beliefs incorporated East¬ 
ern religious, causing 
some Christians to shy 
away from his teachings. 
For example, Cayce be¬ 
lieved in reincarnation and 
a New Age type of spiritu¬ 
ality involving meditation 
and spiritual alignment. 
Even so, some people aren’t 
bothered by that mixture 
and think of Cayce as en¬ 
tirely Christian. 

Linda Brown said she is 
interested in Cayce for his 
insights into the Bible. 
Much of what he said had 
a connection to Christian¬ 
ity, Brown said. Her hus¬ 
band, Jim Brown, wrote a 
book about Cayce titled 
“Give God a Chance: Chris¬ 
tian Spirituality from the 
Edgar Cayce Readings.” 

Joseph Scott has been 
portraying Cayce for the 
past 12 years in film and 
play productions. He said 
Cayce’s message of using 
one’s gifts to help others is 
inspiring. 

“That’s my whole drive,” 
Scott said. 

So much of what Cayce 
taught, especially in his 
medical readings, has ties 
to modern medicine and 
can still be used today, 
Scott said. 

Turner gave a descrip¬ 
tion of the process Cayce 
would go through during a 
typical trance. 

First, he would receive a 
message, mostly letters, de¬ 
scribing a problem that 
was often medical. The per¬ 
son who was getting the 
reading did not have to be 
in the same place as Cayce. 
Cayce would reply to the 


letter and tell the person to 
be in a specific spot at a 
certain time and to be in a 
calm, relaxed state of 
mind. 

When the time came, 
Cayce would unbutton his 
shirt collar, undo his cuf¬ 
flinks, and untie his shoes. 

He would then lay down 
on a couch with his hands 
resting on his upper stom¬ 
ach. A conductor would be 
in the office to ask Cayce 
questions and a recorder 
would write down what 
Cayce said. At some point, 
Cayce’s eyelids would 
begin to flutter and he was 
in the trance. The trances 
were draining to Cayce and 
he would normally only do 
one or two a day. 

Without a background in 
medicine, Cayce was often 
stunned with what he said 
during his trances, Turner 
said. 

Later in his life, Cayce’s 
fame began to increase and 
more people were asking 
for readings. Cayce began 
to take on a large number 
of readings and, because 
of the strain, died of a 
stroke in 1945 at 67 years 
old, Turner said. Cayce is 
buried in Riverside Ceme¬ 
tery in Hopkinsville. 

One of the most notable 
facts about Cayce is that he 
was extremely concerned 
about others, Turner said. 
A poor man his entire life, 
Cayce didn’t charge for his 
readings, but still took do¬ 
nations. 

“He had an overwhelm¬ 
ing desire to help people,” 
Turner said.

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ments and potentially a 
cure, Chester participates 
in events to raise money 
and awareness of the dis¬ 
ease. However, it wasn’t 
long ago that the roles be¬ 
tween Chester and her son 
were reversed. 

In 2000 and 2001, Chester 
was diagnosed with two 
types of cancer. At that 
time, West began to partic¬ 
ipate in marathons to raise 
money for the two types of 
cancer. Though Chester 
has since then been cleared 
of her cancers, West con¬ 
tinues to run. 

“I had peace both times (I 
had cancer),” Chester said. 
“But I can’t do anything to 
fix (the disease West has) 
and knowing there’s no 
treatment and no cure is 
very difficult.” 

With their roles reversed, 
Chester found herself 
wanting to do more to help 
her son. She decided to join 
in the Foundation Fighting 
Blindness’ Vision Walk in 
Nashville, Tenn. 

“Now that he’s the one af¬ 
fected, I want to honor my 
son by trying to get dona¬ 
tions for the walk in 
Nashville,” Chester said. 
“If I could, I’d give him my 
eyesight but it’s not possi¬ 
ble so the best thing I can 
do is try and raise funds for 
the Foundation Fighting 
Blindness.” 

This year’s Vision Walk 
is a 5K walk/run on May 
12 in Nashville. Last year 
was the first year Chester 
and West participated in 
the walk. Many teams had 
between five and 10 people. 
However, Chester’s team, 
named “Eye walk for 
Scott,” brought 42 partici¬ 
pants. 

“They were totally sur¬ 



prised that teammates 
would drive from Hop¬ 
kinsville, Clarksville, 
Tenn., Crofton and Gilber- 
ton, Ky., some of them 
driving for an hour or two 
to get to the Vision Walk to 
be on Scott’s team,” 
Chester said. 

This year, because the 


class of ’92 will be having 
its 20th reunion, Chester 
said she hopes members of 
her son’s graduating class 
will consider joining her 
team or perhaps creating 
another team. 

“It would be nice if they 
formed a team but they can 
also go to the website and 


donate if they’d like,” 
Chester said. “Last year we 
raised $5,200 but other 
teams raised $30,000 to 
$35,000. I hope people will 
consider joining our group 
or making their own.”

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GOP co-chair talks election at mass convention

President Barack Obama is 
vulnerable and his opponents are 
energized, Sharon Day, co-chair 
of the National Republican 
Party, told a group of about 50 
local Republicans on Saturday 
As the keynote speaker at the 
Christian County Republican 
Mass Convention, Day spoke 
about the important role party 
members can play at the grass¬ 
roots level. She asked those gath¬ 
ered Saturday at the Christian 
County Courthouse to lay the 
groundwork that defeats Obama 
in the 2012 presidential election 
and support their local GOP can¬ 
didates, eight of whom attended 
the convention. 


“You are the ground game,” 
Day told the crowd. “You are the 
difference of losing control of 
our country to another four 
years of Barack Obama.” 

Day went on to say that the 
party base is “enthused and en¬ 
ergized,” and Republicans are 
looking forward to the election, 
if only so they can vote against 
Obama. “If you look at polls, it 
shows clearly that 54 percent of 
Republicans can’t wait to go vote 
in November. Democrats, not so 
much.” 

Even though the GOP primary 
is far from decided, Day said that 
doesn’t hurt Republicans’ 
chances of taking back the While 
House. 

Day reminded the audience 
that the Democratic primary in 


2008 was fiercely contested and 
went on until June, and that did¬ 
n’t prevent Obama from winning 
the general election. 

Accompanied Saturday by U.S. 
Rep. Ed Whitfield, R-Ky., Day crit¬ 
icized the Obama administra¬ 
tion’s handling of job creation, 
government spending and en¬ 
ergy initiatives. She also ham¬ 
mered the president for what she 
called his non-stop campaigning, 
saying he’s more concerned 
about his job than those of citi¬ 
zens. 

“He now has a record to hold 
him accountable for,” Day said.

Commissioners 
to reconsider bear 
chasing proposal

FRANKFORT, Ky. — Hunters have persuaded 
the Kentucky Fish and Wildlife Commission to 
take another look at a proposal to set aside a week 
each year for shooting a limited number of bears 
that dogs have chased up trees or cornered on the 
ground. 

Wildlife officials decided to scrap that proposal 
two weeks ago after the Humane Society of the 
United States criticized the practice as cruel and 
unsporting. Now, it’s back because of the dogged 
determination of devotees to a hunting method 
that has thrived in America since colonial days. 

The wildlife commission is scheduled to meet 
at noon today to reconsider the earlier decision 
so that the hunters, known as houndsmen, 
would have about four weeks set aside each year 
to chase bears with dogs and to allow them 
shoot some of the bears during one of those 
weeks. 

“It is a powerful lobby,” said Democratic polit¬ 
ical strategist Danny Briscoe. “It’s not galva¬ 
nized often, but, when it is, it is incredibly strong.” 

The bear issue pitted hunters against the Hu¬ 
mane Society in the latest of a long line of face- 
offs over the years. 

In this case, the hunters had two key legislative 
allies in Republican state Rep. Tommy Turner of 
Somerset and Democratic state Rep. Johnny Bell 
of Glasgow. Both are keen political strategists 
who happen to serve as co-chairmen of the influ¬ 
ential House Sportsmen Caucus and who both 
hunt with hounds.

However, Turner and 
Bell take no credit for the 
wildlife commission’s 
change of heart.

He also said he would like to trade in two Kubota 
mowers and begin rotating equipment out every 
three years to help cut down on maintenance costs. 
He said that representatives of John Deere told him 
he could get $5,000 for each mower, and that both of 
the new mowers would cost a total of $18,000 with 
the trade-ins. 

He added that he would like to have another 
$30,000 for equipment to supply the shop area, in¬ 
cluding tool boxes, hand tools and jacks, which 
would be needed for equipment maintenance. 

The proposed budget for the roads and grounds de¬ 
partment came to $412,840 when the mower deals 
and safety compliance costs were factored in, an in¬ 
crease of $113,090 (37.7 percent) over the 2011-12 
budget. The greatest amount of the department’s 
budget was salaries, which totaled $186,000. 

Librarian Mike Jones told the committee that he 
increased his supply budget from $900 to $1,000 to 
help pay for paper and ink cartridges used by the 
copier. He added that he wanted to buy a table and 
chairs so people could sit inside the library during 
classes. 

City Finance Director Sandra Harrison told Jones 
that an additional $7,930 would be added to the li¬ 
brary’s payroll expenses. The costs would cover a re¬ 
tirement plan, an increased Social Security tax and 
Medicare tax and $3,000 for the library’s contract 
services. 

The proposed budget for the library came to 
$111,960, an increase of 7,930 (7.6 percent) over the 
2011-12 budget. The greatest amount in the library 
budget was in salaries, which totaled $43,000. 

Melissa May, the director of the Oak Grove Com¬ 
munity Center, also had few changes to her budget 
for this year. There was an additional $2,000 in 
safety compliance, and she said that she would like 
to replace the gymnasium floor with something 
softer than the current concrete floor and add TVs 
to the exercise rooms. 

When asked why she had nothing listed in the 
equipment and furniture portion of the center’s 
budget, May said she was going to try to get funding 
from other areas, such as grants. 

The proposed budget for the OGCC was $248,605, 
an increase of $2,000 (0.8 percent) over the 2011-12 
budget. 

The next Oak Grove budget committee meeting 
will be at 1 p.m. March 30 at Oak Grove City Hall.

HEARING LOSS andlg 
DEMENTIA LINKED I z 


If hearing loss goes untreated, a condition called “auditory 
deprivation” occurs, this has been confirmed by scientific studies. 
Seniors with hearing loss are significantly more likely to develop 
dementia over time than those who retain their hearing, a study by Johns 
Hopkins and National Institute on Aging researchers suggests. The 
findings, the researchers say, could lead to new ways to combat 
dementia, a condition that affects millions of people worldwide. 
Although the reason for the link between the two 
conditions is unknown, the investigators suggest that a common 
pathology may underlie both or that the strain of decoding sounds over 
the years may overwhelm the brains of people with hearing loss, leaving 
them more vulnerable to dementia. They also speculate that hearing loss 
could lead to dementia by making individuals more socially isolated, a 
known risk factor for dementia and other cognitive disorders. 

But there’s good news! Whatever the cause, the scientists report, 
their finding may offer a starting point for interventions even as simple as 
hearing aids - that could delay or prevent dementia by improving 
patients’ hearing.

search for 
school head 


Two vastly different opinions about the 
direction for Christian County Public 
Schools under its next superintendent 
were suggested in brief comments at last 
week’s school board meeting. 

Parent Angie Boyd spoke for one 
group described as “concerned citizens” 
who supported the school board’s deci¬ 
sion to not extend Superintendent 
Brady Link’s contract for one year. She 
read a concise letter that calls for a 
school system 

“that has effective OUR OPINION R 

discipline and fos- 

ters mutual respect, responsibility, ac¬ 
countability and achievement.” (A copy 
of the letter that Boyd said was signed 
by more than 200 people is published on 
this page under Voice of the People.) 

Another parent, Angie Major, who 
chairs the Christian County Education 
Coalition, told the board that more than 
200 people have signed an online peti¬ 
tion written by the coalition. The peti¬ 
tion seeks a transparent hiring process 
for the superintendent and asks the 
school board to “remain committed to 
continuing to strive for academic 
achievement and progress for ALL stu¬ 
dents in the Christian County Public 
Schools.” (A copy of the petition ran on 
the New Era’s Opinion Page last week.) 

It’s important to look at where the two 
groups differ — not for any petty pur¬ 
pose of furthering a debate that has no 
resolution but to recognize the contra¬ 
dictory opinions and how they could af¬ 
fect the type of superintendent chosen 
to lead the district. 

The parent group that favored the 
board’s decision to not extend Link’s con¬ 
tract represents, in large part, the belief 
that a lack of student discipline is affect¬ 
ing the quality of education in our 
schools. And their call for “mutual re¬ 
spect” is a clear reference to complaints 
that Link and his assistant superinten¬ 
dent, Rim Watson, were overly aggressive 
in their push to improve the quality of 
teaching in the district. 

The education coalition’s petition makes 
clear that a large group of education 
stakeholders should be involved in the su¬ 
perintendent selection process and that 
the community should have input in the 
hiring decision. The petition also raises a 
key concern about the direction of the 
schools, saying the district has to remain 
committed to “ALL” students. This empha¬ 
sis stems from a strongly held belief that 
student expulsions are often a failure of 
schools to reach children who are strug¬ 
gling. Too often, those students are poor. 
Many are African-American. Kicking a 
kid out of school today will surely lead to 
a larger societal problem tomorrow. Pris¬ 
ons are full of people who couldn’t or 
wouldn’t stay in school. Welfare becomes 
the last line of support for people who 
can’t or won’t graduate. 

Running a successful school system, 
while trying to meet the expectations of 
stakeholders who are divided along philo¬ 
sophical lines, is a complicated process. 

This community cannot lose sight of 
what’s at stake. It would be a huge mistake 
to shift focus away from the academic suc¬ 
cess demonstrated in test data over the 
past few years. We must have an educa¬ 
tional leader who is committed to keeping 
as many students as possible in class¬ 
rooms led by excellent teachers. We must 
have a superintendent who fosters excel¬ 
lence in education and sets the highest 
bar possible for teachers and students.

Public affairs 
staffers barrier 
to good sources 


T he move by Encyclopaedia Britannica 
to end its print editions after 244 years 
of publishing came by happenstance 
in the middle of Sunshine Week, an annu¬ 
al campaign nationwide in support of 
freedom of information. 

The great general reference work for 
many generations will continue in digital 
form, like so much of the news, informa¬ 
tion, literature and art of our age. 

In that form, it will continue to pro¬ 
vide the background and insight that, 
in the final 2010 edition, includes arti¬ 
cles by experts and practitioners as di¬ 
verse as golfer Arnold Palmer on the 
Masters tournament, Nobel laureates 
on art and science, and former Presi¬ 
dent Bill Clinton on the 1995 peace ac¬ 
cords in Serbia and Bosnia. 

The Britannica announcement during 
Sunshine Week is an ironic reminder that 
although lists and piles of data are basic, 
it’s often context, interpretation and per¬ 
spective that move reams of figures and 
findings into the realms of the informa¬ 
tive and useful. 

A day or so before Britannica said it no 
longer wished to rule the print waves, the 
Society of Professional Journalists issued 
a Sunshine Week report on the difficulty 
journalists and others have in reaching 
government experts who can bring a 

story or a meaning to in- - 

formation that’s “avail¬ 
able” but requires analysis 
to be understood. 

The surveyed journalists 
— about 170 working in 
the Washington, D.C., area 
— said barriers to reach¬ 
ing experts on the public 
payroll include having to (jejjE 
get pre-approval from pub- 
lie affairs officers to talk to POLICIN5KI 
other federal staffers, hav¬ 
ing those officers decide which experts 
are available, and having an inhibiting or 
obstructive “monitor” present during an 
interview. Not to mention outright 
stonewalling on sensitive issues. 

About 85 percent of the journalists 
who responded to the SPJ survey agreed 
that “The public is not getting the infor¬ 
mation it needs because of barriers 


agencies are imposing. 

Granted, it may well be that a process is 
needed both to direct inquiries to the 
right place and to prevent scientists and 
other experts from being overwhelmed 
when their particular bit or byte of data 
draws public interest. A simple online di¬ 
rectory of government staffers and their 
areas of focus or knowledge would be a 
good place to start. 

Of course, there’s always the possibility 
that experts will disagree, or depart from 
the political line or message being crafted 
by an elected official. But that’s what the 
marketplace of ideas — the fundamental 
principle on which a self-governing soci¬ 
ety depends — is all about: differing 
voices, some opposed on issues or facts, 
doing verbal battle in the public square. 
Our nation’s Founders embraced that 
idea, believing that, in the end, truth 
would emerge. 

Facts without accountable, identifiable 
expertise behind them leave us exposed to 
entities like Wikipedia — a noble idea of 
self-correcting data, but one that can de¬ 
generate into ping-pong matches of back- 
and-forth edits. 

In some ways, that’s freedom of informa¬ 
tion — with a strong dose of “receivers be¬ 
ware.” When it comes to information 
collected, collated and kept by our vast 
state and federal government agencies, 
however, citizens deserve something more: 
information and explanation they can rely 
on, and help in understanding it all. 

We deserve access to information rooted 
in a process that operates speedily and with 
transparency — without public relations 
nannies. Facts may speak for themselves, 
but when it comes to public facts, so should 
the people who are on the public payroll to 
assemble, assess and explain them.

Soldier accused of Afghan 
killings was struggling 

LAKE TAPPS, Wash. 
(AP) — Bypassed for a pro¬ 
motion and struggling to 
pay for his house, Robert 
Bales was eyeing a way out 
of his job at a Washington 
state military base months 
before he allegedly gunned 
down 16 civilians in 
Afghanistan, records and 
interviews showed. 

While Bales, 38, sat in an 
isolated cell at Fort Leaven¬ 
worth, Kan., military 
prison Saturday classmates 
and neighbors from subur¬ 
ban Cincinnati, Ohio, re¬ 
membered him as a 
“happy-go-lucky” high 
school football player who 
took care of a special needs 
child and watched out for 
troublemakers in the neigh¬ 
borhood. 

But court records and in¬ 
terviews show that the 10- 
year veteran—with a string 
of commendations for good 
conduct after four tours in 
Iraq and Afghanistan—had 
joined the Army after a 
Florida investment job went 
sour, had a Seattle-area home 
condemned, struggled to 
make payments on another 
and failed to get a promotion 
or a transfer a year ago. 

Romney whips Santorum 
in Puerto Rico's primary 

SAN JUAN, Puerto Rico 
(AP) — Mitt Romney 
scored an overwhelming 
win Sunday in Puerto 
Rico’s Republican presi¬ 
dential primary, trouncing 
chief rival Rick Santorum 
on the Caribbean island 
even as the two rivals 
looked ahead to more com¬ 
petitive contests this week 
in Illinois and Louisiana. 

The victory in Puerto 
Rico was so convincing 
that Romney, the GOP 
front-runner, won all 20 del¬ 
egates because he pre¬ 
vailed with more than 50 
percent of the vote. 

Occupy Wall Street 
supporters march in NYC 

NEW YORK (AP) — 
Chanting and cheering 
down Wall Street on Satur¬ 
day to mark six months 
since the birth of the Oc¬ 
cupy movement, some pro¬ 


testers applauded the Gold¬ 
man Sachs employee who 
days ago gave the firm a 
public drubbing, echoing 
the movement’s indictment 
of a financial system 
demonstrators say is fueled 
by reckless greed. 

“I kind of like to think 
that the Occupy movement 
helped him to say, ‘Yeah, I re¬ 
ally can’t do this anymore,”’ 
retired librarian Connie 
Bartusis said of the op-ed 
piece by Goldman Sachs 
manager Greg Smith, who 
claimed the company regu¬ 
larly foisted failing products 
on clients as it sought to 
make more money 

Yemen says more than 
2,000 killed in uprising 

SANAA, Yemen (AP) — 
More than 2,000 people 
have been killed in a year 
of political turmoil that led 
to the resignation of 
Yemen’s longtime presi¬ 
dent, the government dis¬ 
closed Sunday The figure is 
much higher than human 
rights groups estimated. 

The government released 
its first casualty figures on 
a day when crowds of pro¬ 
testers were marking one 
year since a particularly 
bloody day, when dozens 
were killed. Yemen’s Min¬ 
istry of Human Rights said 
the figure of at least 2,000 
includes both unarmed 
protesters and military de¬ 
fectors, as well as more 
than 120 children. It said 
22,000 people were wounded 
over the past year. 

Israelis agree Iran hasn't 
decided on atom bomb 

JERUSALEM (AP)—De- 
spite saber-rattling from 
Jerusalem, Israeli officials 
now agree with the U.S. as¬ 
sessment that Tehran has 
not yet decided on the ac¬ 
tual construction of a nu¬ 
clear bomb, according to 
senior Israeli government 
and defense figures. 

Even so, there is great 
concern in Israel about 
leaving Iran “on the cusp” 
of a bomb — explaining 
why Israel continues to 
hint at a military attack on 
Iran nuclear installations 
before it moves enough of 
them underground to pro¬ 
tect them from Israel’s 
bombs.

No. 1 Kentucky rolls 
past White, Iowa State

LOUISVILLE, Ky. — Anthony 
Davis knew if Kentucky could 
lock down the 3-point line defen¬ 
sively and force forward Royce 
White to be Iowa State’s only of¬

straight Sweet 16. 

Davis was right. 

White finished 
with a team-high 
23 points and nine 
rebounds, but Ken¬ 
tucky held Iowa l__ I 

State to just 13.6 Davis 
percent shooting 
from behind the arc in an 87-71 win 
in the third round of the NCAA 
tournament Saturday night. 

“We were up by a good lead at 
halftime and we just wanted to 
come out and be even more ag¬ 
gressive on the defensive end (in 
the second half),” said Davis, who 
finished with 15 points, 12 re¬ 
bounds, five assists and two 


blocks. “We know the key to win¬ 
ning the game is play defense.... 
That’s what we wanted to do — 
not give them a lot of open shots 
on the perimeter.” 

After leading 38-27 at halftime, 
the Wildcats (34-2) watched as 
White, who John Calipari tried to 
recruit to Kentucky, scored seven 
of his team’s first 10 points in the 
second half to pull the Cyclones 
within 41-37. 

“I was very motivated tonight 
just because of what was at 
stake.” White said. “... It’s defi¬ 
nitely disappointing. The most 
disappointing thing is personally 
it feels like we let Ames (Iowa) 
down, even though we had an 
over-exceeding season. But at the 
end of the day, you want to keep 
going and keep giving them that 
excitement back home.” 

Iowa State (23-11), which 
knocked out defending national 
champion Connecticut on Thurs¬ 
day, tied the game at 42 with 16:23 
to play But Terrence Jones threw 
down a dunk that would ignite an 
18-2 Kentucky run.

T here is a sense of honor 
and pride when some of 
the older folks in Hop¬ 
kinsville talk about the Hoptown 
Hoppers baseball team. 

The Hoppers were a Class “D” 
minor league baseball team that 
operated from 1906-54 in an on- 
again, off-again stint. 

Their most famous player was 
Dusty Rhodes, who later became 
the hero of the 1954 World Series 
for the New York Giants when he 
hit a pair of game-winning home 
runs. His three-run pinch-hit 
homer in the 10 th 
won Game 1 over 
the New York Gi¬ 
ants. In Game 2, 

Rhodes hit a 
pinch-hit single in 
the fifth and home- 
red in the seventh 
to lift the Giants to 
a 3-1 win. 

He wasn’t fin¬ 
ished. In Game 3, 
he delivered a 
two-run pinch sin¬ 
gle in a 6-2 victory 
to lead the upstart 
Giants to a World 
Series sweep of 
the heavily fa¬ 
vored Cleveland 
Indians. 

During that series, Rhodes 
went 4-for-6 with a pair of home 
runs and seven RBIs. 

Rhodes, who played for the 
Hoppers in 1947, played nine 
Major League seasons, finishing 
his career with a .254 average 
and 54 home runs in 476 games. 

In his one season with Hoptown, 
he hit .236 with 19 doubles, nine 
triples and 12 homers to go along 
with 18 stolen bases and 92 RBI. 

It was one of many highlights 
for the Hoppers, who closed oper¬ 
ation after the 1954 season. 

But for local baseball fans, the 
Hoppers are returning to Hop¬ 
kinsville in 2012. They will not be 
in the “Kitty” League and they 
will not be a minor league team. 

The 24-player squad will con¬ 
sist of college players, and at 
least one, Matt McGowan, is a 
local product. 

This Hoppers team may or may 
not produce anyone of Rhodes’ 
talent, but that hopefully won’t 
matter to the community 
What should matter is that 
members of an eight-member 
volunteer committee, as part of 
the Christian County Cares 2015 
plan, have brought something 
fun to do on a summer night to 
Hopkinsville. 

Some of you have been to Daw¬ 
son Springs to watch the Trade- 
water Pirates in seasons past. 
This is the same league. Trade- 
water has moved to Madisonville 
this season. 

Marion, Owensboro and Fulton, 
Tenn., also are fielding teams. 

The community of Marion has 
adopted their Bobcats and made 
their home games the thing to do. 

It is our hope that Hopkinsville 
will do the same. There are 20 
home games in the regular sea¬ 
son, which ends on July 21. 

If you haven’t heard, they will 
open the 2012 season June 1 at 
Fulton. The Hoppers’ first home 
game is June 6 against Fulton. 

More information on the team 
is scheduled to be released later 
this month. In the meantime, the 
team needs about eight more 
host sites for players to live 
while they are in town. If you 
can help, call Carter Hendricks 
at 270-348-6226. 

The Hoppers are back. Let’s 
get behind them and keep them 
around for a while.

“What I like is they competed, they played 
smart, they knew what we had to take away 
from Iowa State and they did it,” Calipari 
said of his team. “They were resilient when 
Iowa State went right after them.” 

After Jones’ dunk, the sophomore forward 
tossed an alley-oop to Davis and then Darius 
Miller got hot. The senior guard hit three 3- 
pointers and scored 19 points, his largest of¬ 
fensive output since Jan. 24. But it was 
Miller’s freshman teammate, Marquis 
Teague, who set the tone for the Wildcats. 

Often unfairly compared to Calipari’s for¬ 
mer point guards, including Derrick Rose, 
Tyreke Evans, John Wall and Brandon 
Knight, Teague had his most productive per¬ 
formance at Kentucky, finishing with a ca¬ 
reer-high 24 points on 10-for-14 shooting, 
seven assists and just two turnovers. 

“I didn’t really care about scoring points. 
Really I just wanted to get my teammates in¬ 
volved and do whatever it took to help us get 
a win,” Teague said. “I was just trying to 
push the ball in transition and take whatever 
play they gave me. They gave me the layup a 
lot of times tonight.” 

Calipari, who said he was impressed with 
Teague’s ability to recognize the Cyclones 
were lagging off of him and allowing him to 
attack the basket, knew this breakout per¬ 
formance was coming. 

“I brought him here because I absolutely 
loved his game,” Calipari said of Teague. 
“He’s the kind of player I love to coach and 
this is why: He is a tough — I call him a pit¬ 
bull. He’s a pitbull. Great athleticism, but re¬ 
ally smart floor game. Now, for us, he could 
score more, but why would you score more 
on this team as a point guard? But today, they 
really left him.” 

The Wildcats advance to the South Re¬ 
gional semifinals Friday in Atlanta where 
they’ll face the fourth-seeded Indiana 
Hoosiers, who squeaked by No. 12 VCU 63-61 
on Saturday. 

Indiana became one of only two teams to 
beat Kentucky this season after Christian 
Watford nailed a last-second 3-pointer to 
send the Hoosiers to a 73-72 win on Dec. 10 in 
Bloomington, Ind. 

Teague, an Indianapolis native, said the 
Wildcats aren’t going to prepare for Indiana 
any more or differently than they have for 
their other opponents this season. 

“That was a rough day for us. We hate to 
lose any game, but the way we lost, that just 
made it that much worse,” Teague said. “We 
had to move on past that day. We had other 
games we had to play. I guess we got them 
again. We just have to come out and play our 
hardest. We’re not talking revenge or any¬ 
thing like that. We just got to come out and 
play just like we would any other game.”

“We’re offering a local venue 
where (amateurs) can come and 
fight.” 

First-time fighters and sea¬ 
soned amateurs duked it out in 
a six-sided cage in front of more 
than 200 spectators. 

Linda Fiser of Paducah sat 
nervously next to her son’s girl¬ 


friend, 16-year-old Courtney 
Walker of Grand Rivers, waiting 
for the fighting to begin. 

Fiser’s son, 19-year-old 
Kameron Costello, was one of 
the night’s rookie fighters. 
Costello has trained only since 
January. 

“I’m very nervous,” Fiser said 
as Walker nodded her head. 
“When I found out he wanted to 
start training, I wanted to beat 
him.” 

Fiser explained she is a fan of 
Ultimate Fighting Champi¬ 
onship, and sees no negative 
stigma attached to cage fighting. 

“But it’s my child this time,” 
she said. “No mom wants to see 
their child get hit.” 

Harold Dick, of H.B. Dick Pro¬ 
motions, said MMA fighting of¬ 
fers an alternate way to release 
aggression. 

“It’s not a blood sport like it’s 
labeled,” he said. “We teach re¬ 
spect before we teach how to 
fight.” 


Dick runs Wildside Fight Club 
in Paducah. 

“This is a sport. It’s not bar¬ 
baric,” he said. “You can look 
around here and see that our 
fans are not hoodlums or thugs 
that come to watch.” 

Members of the crowd ranged 
widely in age, but applauded for 
both the winners and losers. 

Fiser had time to wait, since 
Costello was slotted for the sev¬ 
enth fight of the night. Yet when 
it was his turn in the ring, she 
didn’t have long to hold her 
breath. 

Costello knocked out his oppo¬ 
nent, Willie Caylor of Paducah, 
in 22 seconds. 

“That was freaking awesome,” 
Walker said after the match. 

“There’s no stopping him 
now,” Fiser said, adding that she 
wouldn’t be any less nervous be¬ 
fore the next fight. 

After giving hugs to friends 
and family, Costello said he was 
ready for the next fight. 


“Better watch out,” he said 
with a grin. “It’s on.” 

Two fights capped the event at 
the night’s end: duels between 
seasoned amateurs James 
Shackleford of Dawson Springs 
and Chris Oliver of Eddyville 
and between T.J. Eskew of 
Grand Rivers and Antonio Bur¬ 
nett of Union City, Tenn. 

The Shackleford-Oliver 
match-up was dubbed the “Fight 
of the Night” by the event’s 
judges. 

Henderson said he hopes this 
can become an annual event. 

“MMA has become a very pop¬ 
ular sport,” he said. “It’s where 
UFC fighters start. We’ve gotten 
good feedback (for the 2011 fight 
event) from the community and 
local fight clubs. Whether this 
independent event becomes an¬ 
nual depends on the response 
we get.”
